“Come now, and let us reason to- 
gether, saith the Lord.” Isa, 1:18. 

The suggestion of this text comes 
by and thru the medium of the pres- 
ent state of active ebullition and seek- 
ing turmoil in Soviet Russia and by 
its attempt to oust God and _ the 
Church from that nation and substi- 
tute reason and atheism in its place. 
It receives a secondary boost thru the 
activities of the American Association 
for the advancement of atheism right 
here in our midst. The records of 
this organization in August, 1929 
show that out of 115,000,000 inhabi- 
tants of our country, U. S. A., 2,127,- 
000 are members and 50,000 are ae- 
tive ministers, speakers, and partici- 
pants in its widespread and damning 
doctrines. It doth, therefore, behoove 
us to put ourselves in array, girded 
with the whole armor of God, to war 
against it. 

In the first analysis our text sug- 
gests an immediate assembling  to- 
gether of a people. This may as well 
apply to us as to the ancient people 
to whom and of whom it is spoken. 
It is in this first instance that it is 
used here. Let it ring clear and true 
throughout Christendom today. “Come, 
O come now, and let us reason togeth- 
er,” for out of the reason in its in- 
fancy of hope and understanding 
come the things that work directly 
opposite to the better forces of the 
soul and its salvation. Out of this in- 
fancy of reason come all the warped 
and detracted influences that mar the 
life, fetter the mind, darken the intel- 
lect, and make a spiritual dungeon of 
the soul. It is, therefore, time that we 
begin to use the logical faculties of 
the inner being to reason out these 
deep mysteries of life and the univer- 
sal middles of the universe. 

The second analysis gives us a 
broader view or insight into this pro- 
found Scripture: Reasoning together 
IN UNITY IS STRENGTH, in physi- 
cal unity, physical strength, and in 
spiritual unity, spiritual strength. The 
Scripture saith, In the multitude of 


advisors (counsellors) there is safe- 
ty. So it goes that individual reason 
is not so productive of great and last- 
ing good as when the reason is tem- 
pered by concurring number or as- 
semblage. 

After this we are able to forglean 
the prophetic significances of the as- 
sembling together for the purpose of 
reasoning: That is, the necessity of 
coming together to reason, discuss, 
understand, or to solve a _ definite 
problem. That problem stands out as 
clear as the radiant light of the sun 
at noonday, sin, the curse of man; 
apostasy, the curse of the church; 
atheism and infidelity, the curse of 
the whole race. But back of each we 
are able to trace with the indelible 
accuracy of spiritual insight the one 
great cause—SIN. SIN IS TO BLAME 
FOR IT ALL. 


The American Federation of 
Churches are asked to pray fervent- 
ly for God to intervene in the case of 
Soviet Russia. We are included in this. 
Let us rather pray that God will write 
upon the irretraceable faculties of the 
minds of the people of this nation the 
text used here. President Hoover has 
received telegrams from the ministry 
of the nations for action in this mat- 
ter. President Hoover cannot possibly 
help them. God, and God alone thru 
the blood of Christ Jesus, is the only 
hope of their salvation. To this end 
may we reason together and by rea- 
soning together, we shall all arrive 
at the same conclusion: Sin, the 
underlying cause, can only be obliter- 
ated by and thru the mercy, love, for- 
giveness, and blood of the Savior of 
mankind. 

We are, in a greater sense, in a 
predicament equally as aggravating as 


| Soviet Russia. Unbelief and infidelity 


are universal. America, Europe, Asia, 
and Africa, there is no _ difference. 
Great light is needed. Much prayer 
is necessary. There is work to be done 
by those equipped to do it. Let us ad- 
vance. Let us move forward beyond 
the choas and the dark.

Presumptuous Sins 





“Keep back thy servant also from persumptuous 
sins.” 





E. M. Ellis 
Text.—Psa, 19:13. 


In this Psalm the servant of the 
Lord had been meditating upon the 
law of God, what it could do for those 
who adhere to it, and that the testi- 
monies statutes, and judgments of 
God are to be desired more than fine 
gold. If it was necessary for this ser- 
vant of God to pray a prayer like this, 
I am persuaded that it would help 
some of us today to pray similar 
prayers. 


Presumptuous, as it relates to the 
mind, is a supposition formed before 
an examination. Too many are form- 
ing conclusions and passing judgments 
on others before making a thorough 
examination. I have known of some 
being dealt with in the church and ex- 
cluded on mere supposition, later find- 
ing that the party was innocent. A 
step of this kind is always followed 
with criticism and embarrassment. 

Again, we notice that presumptuous, 
as it relates to conduct or moral ac- 
tion, implies irreverence. There is a 
lack today of reverence for the home 
and its government. Children are be- 
coming more and more disobedient to 
parents. They are losing reverence for 
the house of God. We find that world- 
ly folks are not all who have lost 
their respect and reverence for the 
church and worship of God. There are 
some who do not claim to have salva- 
tion who reverence the house of God 
more than some of its members. I am 
sure some things are done ignorantly 
but there are some who conduct them- 
selves in a way to bring reproach on 
the cause of Christ. If the world sees 
that the church has reverence for the 
house of God, it will cause them to 
be more careful. I once saw a man 
who was a member of the church sit 
in his own church and cough and spit 
right on the floor. He then took his 
foot and smeared it. This seems too 
bad to mention, yet if it will help 
someone I am willing for it to go. 
Then there are so many who seem to 
be losing respect and reverence for 
themselves. They are sacrificing the 
worthy MAN for a few moments of 
pleasure, sacrificing the pleasures of 
a happy home, the love, confidence, 
and respect of a loving companion for 
some base and vile desire. Lord save 
us from presumptuous sins on the 
line of moral action and conduct. 

Presumptuous, as it relates to re 
ligion in general, is a bold and dar- 
ing confidence in the goodness of God 
without obedience to His will. It is 
useless to pray and beg God to bless 
you when you expect to continue on 
in rebellion against Him. No use to 





tell the world you have a great God 
that will answer prayer and_ give 
blessings day by day when you are 
living in open rebellion against His 
will. Obedience is better than sacri- 
fice. Presumptuous sins are numerous, 
such as profanity, theft, adultery, ly- 
ing, ete. 7 


Now let us _ notice presumptuous 
sins relative to professors of Chris: 
tianity. There are many professors to- 
day but few in comparison who really 
have the blessing. Professors of re- 
ligion sin presumptuously when they 
take up a profession of religion with- 
out principle. Some seem to think 
that one can have salvation without 
principle. It is impossible. One can 
have a principle so far as honesty is 
concerned without religion, but he can 
not have religion without principle. 
Every bloodwashed child of God has a 
good principle. 

Professors of religion sin presump- 
tuously when they refuse to take re- 
ligion as they find it in the Bible. So 
many today are trying to twist the 
Bible around to fit their case but they 
can never do it. We have to straighten 
ourselves to fit the Word of God. The 
Bible teaches holiness, speaking with 
other tongues, divine healing, paying 
tithes, and many other things that I 
could mention but space will not per- 
mit. I want to say one thing, when 
we come face to face with the plain 
teaching of God’s Word, we will have 
to take it as it is or take down our 
sign. 


Again, one is guilty of presumptu- 
ous sins when they make feelings a 
test of religion. Feelings are good and 
I would not give the snap of my fin- 
ger for a religion that I could not 
feel, but let me tell you, brother, there 
is something more than feeling con- 
nected with salvation. You will have 
to walk by faith sometimes. It does 
not take faith to shout when you are 
real happy. It doesn’t take faith to be- 
lieve you are a Christian when there 
is an outward demonstration of the 
power of God all over your body. But 
you will meet the devil face to face 
sometimes and you won’t feel like 
shouting then. But thank God, if you 
have lived right and kept the Word 
of God abiding in you, you are just 
as sure of your salvation as you are 
when you are dancing before the 
Lord. 


One is guilty of presumptuous stns 
when they run into temptations. It 
will not do to tamper with sin in the 
least. Some get into trouble and say,
